DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

3. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .475 (d), the ISA/US considers that where multiple 
products and processes are claimed, the main invention shall consist of the first invention of the 
category first mentioned in the claims and the first recited invention of each of the other 
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categories related thereto (PCT Article 17(3)(a) and § 1.476(c). Accordingly, the main invention 
(Group I) comprises the first recited product, peptides related to Alcadein a, and a first method 
of use of the peptides in diagnostic methods. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (d), the ISA/US 
considers that any feature which is the subsequently recited products and methods share with the 
main invention does not constitute a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2 and that each of such products and methods accordingly defines a separate invention. 

4. Further, Applicant is advised that Claim 1, as currently presented, represents an 

improper Markush Group. MPEP 803.02 states that 

"Since the decisions in In re Weber, 580 F.2d 455, 198 USPQ 328 (CCPA 1978) and 
In re Haas, 580 F.2d 461, 198 USPQ 334 (CCPA 1978), it is improper for the Office 
to refuse to examine that which applicants regard as their invention, unless the subject 
matter in a claim lacks unity of invention. In re Harnish, 631 F.2d 716, 206 USPQ 300 
(CCPA 1980); and Ex parte Hozunii, 3 USPQ2d 1059 (Bd. Pat. App. & Int. 1984). 
Broadly, unity of invention exists where compounds included within a Markush group (1) 
share a common utility, and (2) share a substantial structural feature disclosed as being 
essential to that utility." 

In the instant case, claim 1 is considered an improper Markush claims because the 
plurality of peptides recited in these claims lack a common utility which is based upon a shared 
structural feature lacking from the prior art. Each of these peptides are independent and distinct 
chemical compounds lacking either a common structural property which distinguishes them as a 
group from structurally related compounds of the prior art or which provides them with a 
common utility which is lacking from those prior art peptides. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention. 
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6. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
